begin the Orphan-houſe, tho' I ſhould have 
left England ſooner, had I not been prevented 
by the Embargo. However, 1 was more ea- 
ſy becauſe the Honourable Truſtees, I knew, 
had ſent over another Miniſter, who ar- 


rived ſoon after I left the Colony---Upon my 


ſecond Arrival at Georgia, finding the Care 


of the Orphan-houſe, and the Care of the
